THEfMALT  TAX. 


Convinced  as  we  are  that  the 'repeal  of  the  malt  tax  .would  only 
be  a  bounty  to  a  portion  of  the  landed  interest,  the  barley  growers, 
or  owners  of  light  soils,  we  are  satisfied  with  the  defeat  of  Lord 
Chandos’s  motion. 

The  very  same  persons  who,  in  their  complaints  of  the  beer- 
shops,  describe  the  senses  and  ihorals  of  the  labouring  population 
as  drowned  in  liquor,  call  for  a/Temission  of  the  malt  tax,  that  the 
people  may  enjoy  what  in  fine| language  they  term  the  “national 
beverage.”  According  to  the  representations  of  the.  county 
magistrates,  it  would  appear  very  questionable  whether  the  work¬ 
ing  closseBkCould  drink  more  than  they  do,  but  what  they  drink  in 
beer^hops  and  ale-houses  goes  for  nothing,  or  worse  than  nothing, 
with  the  malt-tax  repealers,  who  are  all,  upon  this  occasion, 
full  of  zeal  for  the  comforts  of  the  poor,  and  eloquent  advocates 
of  home-brew^  beer.  All  virtue  and  all  happiness,  according 
toAthese  authorities,  depend  upon  brewing  at  home;  and  if  the 
ipai|t*tax  w^  abolished,  they  potently  believe  that  every  labour- 
'in^|Mn  would  instantly  become  his  own  brewer,  and  find  a  home 
•mv^jch-  he  could  boil  and  cool,  and  perform  all  the  operations 
of  maKiiig  beer.  Next  it  is  assumed,  that  a  man  who  gets 
jdnihk  when  he  drinks,  and  pays  by  the  pint  or  quart  at  the  beer- 
abop,  will  be  temperate  when  he  has  a  barrel  of  good  liquor  at  his 
immediate  command,  for  no  one  conceives  the  idea  of  fireside 
excess,  or  home-made  drunkenness.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
poetic  fancy  in  all  this.  With  the  present  habits  of  the  labouring 
population,  we  see  no  more  reason  to  suppose  that  they  would 
brew  their  own  beer,  than  that  they  would  make  their  own  breeches, 
or  their  own  shoes,  or  bake  their  own  bread.  How  few  of  the 
middle  classes  will  take  the  trouble  (little  as  it  is)  of  brewing. 
Many  who  have  right  notions  of  beer  as  it  should  be,  will  not 
drink  the  brewer’s  bear)  but  rather  than  take  the  business  into. their 
own  hands,  they  content  themselves  with  a  Platonic  attaclimeat  to 
ale,  sigh  for  it  as  it  is  in  colleges,  the  true  seats  of  brewing,  and 
abstain.  Why  should  it  be  supposed  that  the  labouring  people, 
with  full  employment  of  other  kinds  on  their  hands,  should  be  dis¬ 
posed  to  taxe  a  trouble  which  the  idler  classes  decline?  The 
brewer’s  beer  is  not  so  good  as  it  should  be,  the  shoemaker’s 
shoes  are  probably  not  so  good  as  they  should  l>e,  but  for  that 
reason  the  labourer  does  not  take  the  last  and  leather  into  his  own 
hands. 


A  return  to  old  circumstances  will  not  bring  a  people  buck  to 
old  habits.  The  people  have  their  beer  tolerably  cheap  now,  and 
if  the  tax  on  Malt  had  been  repealed,  we  are  certain  that  the 


if  the  tax  on  Malt  had  been  repealed,  we  are  certain  that  the 
benefit  of  any  reduction  in  the  price  would  have  been  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  the  increased  price  of  other  articles  of  con¬ 
sumption,  either  by  the  incidence  of  new  taxes,  or  the  extended 
cultivation  of  barley  diminishing  other  agricultural  produce.  Mr 
Hume  may  show  how  a  retrenchment  of  five  millions  could  be 
effected  within  the  year,  but  Mr  Hume  cannot  show  the  men  who 
could  or  would  accomplish  it ;  and  the  Malt  Tax  is  better  than  any 
we  should  be  likely  to  have  as  a  substitute  for  it.  A  good  Property 
Tax  would  of  course  be  preferable ;  if  a  good  Property  Tax  could 
be  devised  the  Excise,  with  all  its  vexations,  might  be  dispensed 
with  intirely,  but  it  will  be  many  a  day  before  the  plan  of  a  good 
Property  Tax  will  be  produced,  and  when  produced  it  will  be 
many  and  many  more  before  the  various  interests  and  prejudices  of 
the  country  are  reconciled  to  its  very  merits.  Meanwhile  we  must 
rub  on  as  well  as  we  may  with  a  clumsy  machinery. 

Sir  Robert  Peel’s  speech  on  the  Malt  Tax  was  a  very  full  and 
able  confutation  of  the  various  fallacies  which  have  been  cherished 
upon  this  question.  Mr  spring  Rice  corrected  the  little  that  was 
objectionable  in  the  Premier’s  speech,  and  drove  home  the  argu¬ 
ment,  showing  the  connection  of  the  M«dt  Tax  with  the  Corn  Laws, 
and  that  those  country  gentlemen  who  are  for  abolishing  the  one 
must  prepare  themselves  for  a  surrender  of  the  other.  To  get  at 
the  Corn  Laws  is  a  temptation,  but  the  road  through  the  Malt  Tax 
presents  too  many  eml>arrassments,  and  we  must  not  do  wrong 
that  good  may  come  of  it. 

The  division  on  Lord  Chandos’s  motion  adds  to  the  evidence  of 
Tory  perfidy.  Members  who  procured  their  election  and  defeated 
Liberal  opponents  by  pledges  to  vote  and  use  every  exertion  for 
the  repeal  of  the  Malt  Tax,  have  on  the  first  occasion  broken  faith 
with  their  constituents.  Others  whose  votes  when  out  of  office 
had  given  their  electors  to  believe  that  they  would  support  whut 
they  suppose  to  be  their  interests  upon  this  question,  have  with 
place  taken  either  view  of  the  matter,  and  all  their  concern  for  the 
fanner  is  lost  in  their  great  care  for  the  Reveiiue,  whence  their  bsla- 
sk9  m  drawn.  Mr  A.  Bar^,  Sir  BdwMd  Kontchbulli  li^tr  Roger 


Gnesley,  and  several  others  as  strongly  bound  either  in  faith  or 
consistency  to  an  opposite  c'ourse,  voted  against  the  motion  of  Lonl 
Chundos.  And /this  party,  which  cannot  be  true  to  its  friends, 
asks  confidence  of  its  opponents  ! 

At  a  meeting  in  Downing  street  last  Saturday,  Sir  Robert  Peel 
having  stated  that  he  would  resign  if  defeated  on  the  Malt  Tax, 
the  farmers  were,  with  all  alacrity,  thrown  overboard  by  their  dear 
friends  who  two  months  a^  trac^  all  their  sufferings  to  the  Malt 
Tax,  and  vowed  its  abolition.  What  would  have  been  tl^  effect, 
let  us  ask,  if  these  gentlemen  in  their  addresses  had  qualified  their 
promises  to  vote  for  the  repeal,  unless  it  should  endanger  the  Tory 
Ministry  ?  How  would  such  a  condition  have  told  either  for  the 
Ministry  or  the  Candidate  with  agricultural  populations  deluded  by 
their  present  betrayers  as  to  the  injurious  effect  of  the  Malt  Tax, 
and  the  advantages  of  its  repeal  ? 

Sir  Roger  '(iriesley  defeated  his  opponent  in  South  Derbyshire 
solely  by  availing  himself  of  the  clamour  against  the  Malt  Tax,  and 
pledging  himself  in  the  following  positive  terms 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  that  if  I  should  have  the  honour  of  representing 
you  in  parliament  I  will  employ  all  the  energies  I  can  command  to  effeot 
the  accomplishment  of  two  measures.  The  hon.  baronet  proceeded  to  say 
that  he  held  it  to  be  indispensably  and  immediately  retjuisite  that  mea¬ 
sures  should  be  adopted  with  respect  to  the  currency,  and  then  made  use 
of  the  following  words: — “  The  second  measure  to  which  I  allude  is  the 
repeal  of  i/uit  tnost  oppressive  and  mischief- working  tax,  the  malt  tax, 
which  displaces  industry,  destroys  social  frugality,  promotes  intemperance 
and  immorality,  and  diminishes  the  consumption  of  one  of  the  chief  com¬ 
forts  of  tlie  industrious  labouring  classes,  /'or  these  professions  I  claim 
cr  edit ,  because  no  one  can  convict  fne  of  ever  having  broken  a  pledge  or 
violated  a  promise. 


Sir  Roger  spoke  and  voted  in  support  of  Government  against 
the  motion,  plainly  stating  his  preference  of  the 'Ministerial  to  the 
Agricultural  interest.  8ir  Robert  Peel  threw  out  more  than  one 
hint  in  his  speech,  that  conversions  should  be  attributed  to  the 
unexpected  strength  of  the  arguments  he  had  adduced, '  but  Sir 
Roger  had  n  soul  above  such  an  explanation,  and  the  next  day 
issued  an  address  in  which  he  attributed  his  breach  of  faith  to 
nothing  less  than  inspiration,  which,  he  says,  occasionally  occurs 
to  him.  The  talc  of  wonder  is  as  follows  : — 


It  was  nut  until  Sunday  evening  that  any  idea  occurred  to  me  of  voting 
against  Lord  Chandos's  motion,  but  iVom  what  1  heard  that  evening,  1 


began  to  suspect  that  by  the  faction  in  the  House  of  Commons,  but  out  by 
the  Noble  Marquis  himself,  his  motion  was  intended  as  a  vehicle  to  lenew 
the  attacks  which  on  two  previous  occasions  had  been  made  successAiily 
on  his  Majesty’s  Government,  and  I  had  reason  to  know  that  if  that  plot 
succeeded,  the  Prime  Minister  could  not,  consistently  with  his  honour  as 
a  public  man,  continue  in  office,  but  must  resign.  If  he  resigned,  1 
knew  the  inevitable  result — the  furmatiuii  of  a  democratic  cabal,  whoso 
first  measures  would  be — annual  parliaments,  universal  luffVage,  vote  by 
ballot,  secularisation  of  Church  property,  the  alienation  of  the  Church 
from  the  Stale,  confiscation  of  private  property,  the  abolition  of  the 
hereditary  peerage,  national  bankruptcy,  and  civil  war. 

After  a  sleepless  night  of  deep  and  anxious  rcfiection,  in  which  I  fore- 
saWt  with  a  kind  of  inspiration  which  I  cannot  explain,  but  which  has 
before  occurred  to  me,  the  awful  dilemma  in  which  we  should  bo  placed 
if  the  Government  were  beaten,  1  mode  up  my  mind  on  the  course  I 
would  pursue,  and  resolved  that  all  the  sneers  and  sarcasms  (of  which  1 
knew  there  were  plenty  in  store  fur  me),  and  no  personal  or  selfish  con¬ 
sideration,  sliouhl  deter  me  from  my  object — that  1  would  run  the  risk, 
if  need  were,  of  incurring  your  displeasure,  and  forfeiting  your  good 
opinion  and  confidence,  and  my  seat  fur  Derbyshire,  rather  than  abandon 
what,  in  my  conscience,  1  believe  to  be  my  buuiulen  duty  to  iny  country 
and  to  you. 

The  first  step  I  took  was  to  write  a  very  strong  letter  to  I^d  Chandos, 
imploring  him  most  earnestly,  and  urging  him  by  all  the  arguments  I 
could  use  to  postpone — only  to  postpone — his  motion  till  the  Chanoellur 
of  the  Exchequer  had  had  an  opportunity  of  presenting  his  budget,  and 
the  sense  of  the  |>eople  as  to  his  measures  had  developed  itself.  In  vain ; 
1  then  resolved  to  go  to  the  meeting  at  Sir  Hubert  Peel's  at  the  Treasury, 
where  I  was  the  first  to  announce  my  upiuiuii  plainly,  and  to  express  iny 
determination  to  vote  with  the  goveruiiieiit.  The  imtmlse  given  carried 
everything  before  it,  and  ten  or  twelve  of  the  most  infiueiitial,  intelligent, 
wealthy  metiibers  for  counties,  stanch  iViends  to  the  agricultural  interest, 
placed  in  the  same  position  as  myself,  and  having  voted  for  the  repeal  of 
the  malt  tax  in  the  last  sessions,  avowed  a  similar  determination  to  mine, 
and  from  the  result  of  the  division,  it  is  but  fair  to  suppose  that  a  great 
number  of  others,  who  could  not  express  their  inteniions,  resolved  tJia 


(ienllemen, — Tha  result  has  proved  the  wisdom  of  our  policy,  and  I 
exult  in  the  rejiectum  tluxt  /  was  mainly  the  humble  instrument  of  producing 
this  triumphant  mojor’Uy,  which  will  consolidate  the  peri»v*-ienoy  oi  the 
present  cabinet — and  in  the  confident  hope  that  you  will  symfiatliise  with 
me  in  this  feeling,  and  give  me  credit  for  having  honestly  and  conscien¬ 
tiously,  and  to  the  best  of  my  judgment,  done  my  duty  to  niy  oouairy  and 
to  you. 

Why  doea  Sir  Roger  claim  credit  for  in  tliii  affair  ^^

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motion  fi  vehicle  kr  ettadw  on  the  (^emment ;  and  knowing 
if  they  succeeded.  Sir  Robert  Peel  must  resign— and  seeing, 
Idth'“a  kind  of  inspiration,”  the  dUmal  consequences— he  resolved 
to  save  the  state,  even  at  the  risk  of  in^rring  the  displeasure  of 
the  Derbyshire  electors,  and  to  give  his  vote  in  violation  of  his 
oledges.  It  is  remarkable,  that  his  inspiraUon  did  not  furnish  him 
trith  a  better  knowledge  of  what  was  to  come  to  pass.  It  is  sin- 
milar  that,  while  he  was  foreseeing  “  with  a  kind  of  inspiration,  he 
did  not  foresee  that,  so  far  from  ”  the  faction  ”  making  the  motion 
of  Lord  Chandos  a  vehicle  for  attacks  on  the  Government,  the 
mater  number  of  the  opposition  would  vote  with  the  Ministry 
against  the  motion.  Notwithstanding  Sir  Roger’s  inspmed  vote, 
and  the  doaen  moved  by  his  prompt  violation  of  his  engage¬ 
ments,  the  Ministry  would  have  been  defeated  had  it  not 
been  for  the  upright  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion  who  had  before  resisted  the  repeal  of  the  Malt-Tax ; 
and,  as  it  was  saved  by  the  consistency  of  the  Reformers,  the 
breach  of  faith  of  Sir  Roger  and  his  followers  was  quite  gratuitous. 
Had  the  worthy  Baronet’s  inspiration  proved  tme  to  him,  he  would 
have  foreseen  that  he  could  vote  according  to  his  promises,  without 
ruining  his  Majesty’s  Government  in  the  first  instance,  and  the 
nation  in  the  second.  We  advise  Sir  Roger  to  reflect  upon  the 
deceitfulness  of  his  prophetic  vision.  As  Hamlet  says — 

Th«  fplrit  that  I  have  seen 
May  be  a  devil. 

Is  there  not  too  much  reason  to  fear  that  the  spirit  which  Sir 
Roger  has  felt  may  be  one  of  a  foul  kind,  especially  as  the  boasted 
foresight  was  no  foresiglit  at  all,  and  the  tendency  of  the  inspiration  a 
breach  of  faith  in  which  the  foul  fiend  delights  ?  The  Derbyshire 
voters  must  exorcise  it  at  the  next  election.  It  must  be  cast  out 
of  the  representation.  The  sturdy  yeomen  will  ask  Sir  Roger  why 
his  prophetic  vision  failed  him  when  he  set  before  their  eyes  that 
frightful  picture  of  the  mischiefs  of  the  Malt  Tax,  and  emphatically 
pledged  himself  to  vote  for  the  abolition  of  it.  Could  he  not  then 
foresee,  **  with  a  kind  of  inspiration,”  that  he  should  not  fulfil  his 
promises  ? 

We  must,  however,  do  justice  to  Sir  Roger  Griesley,  and  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  inspiration  is  the  best  reason  that  has  yet  been 
alleged  for  Tory  changes  of  opinion.  The  plea  should  be  adopted 
by  Ministers.  Bobadil  was  planet-struck  when  cudgelled.  The 
Administration  should  be  inspired.  As  Moliere  says  of  destiny — 
“  Voici  une  raison  la  plus  belle  du  monde.  On  n’a  plus  qu’a  com- 
“  metre  tous  les  crimes  imaginable,  tromper,  voler,  assassiner ;  et 
**  dira  pour  excuse  qu’on  y  a  ete  pousse  par  sa  destinee.” 

The  inspiration  to  falsify  professions  will  most  conveniently  cut 
the  knot  of  all  Ministerial  perplexities. 

MR  HUME’S  MOTION  FOR  SHORT  MONEY  BILLS. 

Mr  Hume  has  abandoned  his  motion  for  limiting  the  grant  of  the 
Supplies  to  three  months,  and  has  made  over  the  subject  to  another 
member  of  the  Opposition.  The  postponement  is  doubtless  ju¬ 
dicious  ;  and  it  may  be  proper  to  vote  the  navy  estimates ;  but  the 
majority  will  incur  a  heavy  responsibility,  and  the  serious  dis¬ 
pleasure  of  the  country  if  they  grant  a  shilling  for  the  civil  or 
military  service,  except  with  the  limitation  as  to  time  marking  the 
distrust  of  the  Administration.  It  is  clear  that  with  respect  to 
this  subject  there  has  been  a  great  fault  somewhere.  The  taunts 
of  the  Ministerialists,  on  Thursday,  upon  the  withdrawal  of  the 
motion,  were  not  without  reason.  We  seem  to  want  two  things,  a 
little  more  looking  before  leaping,  and  a  little  more  leaping  after 
looking.

It  is  quite  true  that  we  characterised  one  of  Lord  Durham’s 
pithy  and  intrepid  speeches  in  the  north  as  “  lion’s  marrow;*'  and 
it  fed  the  spirit  of  the  country  when  the  spirit  of  the  country  needed 
rallying,  and  prepared  it  for  the  conflict  with  the  Tories.  We  are 
not  displeased  to  be  reminded  of  a  description  not  unapt.  But 
further  let  us  remark,  that  we  shall  always  be  as  ready  to  give  due 
praise  to  a  Lord  as  to  any  other  man ;  nay  more,  that,  when  a  Lord 
proves  himself  the  stanch  advocate  of  justice  and  the  interests  of 
the  people,  we  value  him  more  highly  than  a  man  who  has  not  had 
to  conquer  the  bias  and  the  seductions  of  aristocratic  associations. 
In  the  Peerage  are  several  men  whom  we  hold  in  the  highest 
honour,  and  to  whose  worth  we  always  rejoice  to  bear  testimony. 

It  has  therefore  occurred  to  us  to  liken  the  speech  of  a  Lord  to 

lion’s  marrow  but,  to  answer  the  Globe  in  its  own  manner,  it 
never  occurred  to  us  to  write  of  the  Tories  as  the  Globe  did  only 
two  months  before  the  dissolution  of  the  Melbourne  Ministry.

unite  and  blend  with  that  great  middle  party  which  is  prepared  and  deter¬ 
mined  to  promote  salutary  Reform,  and  to  resist  destructive  innovation. 
When  Toryism  shall  be  un-Toried  then  a  Coalition  Cabinet  may  be 
formed  on  the  principle  of  Conservative  Reform,  and  last  for  twenty  years, 
as  the  Standard  would  desire.  Will  our  contemporary  concur  with  us 
in  thinking  that  this  is  a  Comsummation  dxvoutly  to  bc  wmsheu? 
—  Globe,  Sept.  16. 

Is  not  this  precisely  what  the  Times  has  been  writing  for  the  last 
four  months  ?  Tn  another  paper,  only  a  month  before  the  Tories 
returned  to  office  amidst  the  execrations  of  the  country,  the  Globe 
asked  those  who  objected  to  any  countenance  of  the  inveterate  ene¬ 
mies  of  popular  rights  and  interests — 

Have  they  made  up  their  own  minds  that  there  is  nothing  for  it  but  a 
war  a  Voutrance — war  without  mitigation  of  candour  or  courtesy,  with  a 
party  which  ruled  the  country  so  lately,  and  f  let  it  he  owned  J  for  some 
years  past  with  frequent  tributes  of  unbought  praise  for  acts  of  liberality  and 
progressive  improvement?  Are  these  men  not  merely  to  be  condemned  in 
evil-doing,  but  to  be  denied  the  praise  of  ever  acting  otherwise  than 
from  factious  motives?  If  so,  a  party  certainly  far  a  minority  in  iium. 
bers,  but  no  less  certainly  locally  powerful  in  many  parts  of  the  country, 
and  respectable  by  the  personal  merits  of  many  of  its  members,  is  to  be 
treated  as  a  band  of  political  outlaws — or,  what  know  we,  expelled  by  a 
new  species  of  ostracism,  or  perhaps  a  loi  des  emigres.  That  every  man 
called  a  Tory  is  an  enemy  to  his  country,  and  incapable  of  all  political 
rectitude,  is  a  maxim  not  yet  imposed,  we  should  think,  as  an  article  of 
faith  for  our  statesmen. 

The  day  which  establishes  such  a  maxim  proclaims  revolution.

CANADA. 

\From  o  Correspondent.] 

On  Monday  last,  a  petition,  signed  by  a  large  majority  of  tlie  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Lower  Canada,  was  presented  to  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr  Roebuck.  Mr  Roebuck  supported  the 
prayer  of  the  petition  at  considerable  length,  giving  a  vivid,  but,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  a  faithful  picture  of  the  grievances  which  the  people  of  that  colony 
suffer. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  the  Canadians  petitioned,  last  session,  that 
a  Committee  sat  for  some  time,  and  that  its  proceedings  were  brought  to 
a  somewhat  abrupt  termination  by  the  dismissal  of  the  obnoxious  Minis- 
ter,  and  the  appointment  of  one  who,  it  was  thought,  might  be  better 
disposed  towards  the  Canadians.  It  turned  out,  however,  that  Mr  Rice, 
like  most  of  his  predecessors,  was  a  Minister  of  “good  intentions”  only. 
Now  the  Canadians  do  not  seem  quite  satisfied  with  good  intentions. 
Ihey  want  acts.  Accordingly  they  complain  that  not  only  arc  the 
abuses  enumerated  in  their  petition  of  March  1834  wholly  unredressed, 
but  new  evils  of  a  most  alarming  nature  have  arisen. 

We  cannot  enumerate  all  their  sufferings,  but  we  must  confess  they 
are  enough  to  make  any  people  grumble.  The  great  source  of  evil 
seems  to  be,  that  their  legislative  council,  their  judges,  and  all  their  ad¬ 
ministrative  officers  are  chosen  out  of  a  petty  oligarchy,  composed  chiefly 
of  the  old  official  party  of  the  lost  colonies,  now  the  United  States. 
This  odious  party  has  no  sympathies  or  interests  in  common  with  the 
mass  of  the  people  ;  they  represent  “  their  own  breeches- pockets ;  ”  and, 
as  the  colonial  Assembly  seems  by  no  means  disposed  to  fill  that  capa¬ 
cious  pocket  so  rapidly  as  its  owners  desire,  of  course  the  Assembly  and 
the  Council  never  do  and  never  can  agree.  The  remedy  jiroposed  by  the 
people  of  Canada  is  a  most  reasonable  one— Let  us  elect  the  second 
branch  of  the  legislature,  say  they,  and  we  will  then  reform  all  minor 
abuses. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  debate.  Sir  R.  Peel  announced  that  a  Com¬ 
missioner  is  forthwith  to  be  sent  out,  empowered  to  redress  grievances. 
Unfortunately,  however,  there  is  to  be  a  limitation.  Hit  powers  will 
not  extend  to  the  only  reform  the  Canadians  ask  for.  Mr  Labouchere 
deprecated  this  limitation ;  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  language 
of  the  petitioners  warranU  us  in  concluding  that  unless  the  said  limita¬ 
tion  be  Uken  off’,  the  Commissioner  may  as  well  stay  at  home 

Die  sute  of  the  colony  is  really  alarming,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  the 
puny  weakness  of  Ministers  in  deprecating  all  allusion  to  rebellion,  is 
sadly  out  of  plac^  espwia^Iy  when  the  parallel  between  the  state  of  Can- 
ada  and  tliat  of  the  old  colonies,  just  previous  to  the  revolution,  it  very 
obvious.

laughable  in  anticipation  than  in  fact.  The  actors  did  their  best ; 

We  are  very  glad  to  see, 
by  the  by,  the  excellent  spirit  and  effect  with  which,  in  the  several 
characters  he  has  been  performing  lately,  Mr  Liston’s  quiet  humour, 
utterly  devoid  of  prominent  and  violent  caricature,  accurate  as  it 
is  abundant — the  humour  of  a  genuine  comic  artist — has  insinuated 
itself  ns  it  were  into  the  very  heart  of  the  audience.  It  flows  forth 
in  a  gentle  stream,  but  makes  way  everywhere.  It  makes  no  violent 
demand  on  any  one,  but  accomplishes  its  purpose  with  all.  The 
most  fastidious  and  the  most  stupid  are  equally  ready,  we  apprehend, 
to  receive  and  to  enjoy  it.  Excellent  ns  Mr  Keeley  is,  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  his  style  and  that  of  Mr  Liston  when  they  play  to¬ 
gether  is  at  once  obvious.  In  the  Affair  of  Honour  it  is  true  the 
necessities  of  the  part  impose  certain  unwieldy  pranks  on  Mr  Keeley, 
but  setting  these  aside,  there  is  a  preparatory  bustle  alxiut  him,  and 
a  certain  |>eculiarity  of  manner,  which  looks  as  if  designed  to  make 
the  audience  laugh.  Now  Mr  Liston  never  seems  to  have  the  slight¬ 
est  notion  of  such  a  design.  He  never,  as  it  were,  asks  the  aiulienco 
to  laugh ;  and  though,  in  such  a  case  as  that  of  the  admirable  little 
actor  we  are  alluding  to,  the  audience  (ourselves  among  them)  arc 
far  too  good-natured  and  too  sensible  of  enjoyment  to  refuse  to 
laugh  when  asked,  the  result  is  scarcely  so  satisfactory  as  when  we 
are  not  asked  at  all.  Miss  Fitzwalter  is  a  very  elegant  and  lady-like 
person  with  a  pleasant  lisp.

The  first  thing  that  stnick  us  in  looking  at  Mr  M’Clise’s  picture 
of  “  Salvator  Uosa  and  his  Patron”  (138)  was  the  easy  ex¬ 
cellence  with  which  the  story  is  told.  The  gallant  and  trimly 
dressed  Salvator  is  submitting  one  of  his  pictures  to  the  examina- 
tipn  of  a  most  ignorant  and  conceited  old  gentleman — a  sort  of 
refined  Cockletop  in  the  arts,  as  the  furniture  of  the  room  stiffici- 
ently  indicates — not  so  much  for  the  sake  of  the  absolute  bargain 
(which  is  more  than  likely  to  be  a  somewhat  hard  one,  from  the 
appearance,  at  an  open  corner  of  the  richly  carved  old  cabinet,  of 
a  bag  of  money  significantly  placed  beside  n  small  clasped  ledger 
and  pen  and  ink)  as  for  the  opportunity  it  affords  him  to  gaze 
on  a  handsome  and  fine  eye<l-girl,  the  daughter,  as  it  would  seem, 
of  the  vain  old  man.  Nothing  can  exceed  the  simplicity  and  grace 
with  which  Mr  M’Clise  treats  this  incident  of  the  girl.  There  is 
obviously  no  concert  between  her  and  Salvator.  In  reaching  for 
something  from  the  cabinet  her  eye  has  caiigiit  the  picture  which 
he  holds,  and  she  cannot  help  gazing  at  it  in  spite  of  the  uneasy  con¬ 
sciousness  she  feels  of  being  thus  within  the  c^e  of  the  painter. 
There  is  no  interchange  of  glances,  no  meretricious  or  affected 
trick  on  either  side.  The  effect  is,  as  we  conceive,  to  redeem  in 
some  respect  the  young  poet-painter’s  connection  witli  the  utter 
stupidity  and  vain  pretence  of  his  “patron”— who  is  exniiiininfr 
the  bold  dashes  and  grand  effects  of  a  Salvator-Rosa  picture,  ns  if 
it  were  some  piece  of  miniature  execution.  He  has  his  eye  close' 
to  the  canvass,  and  is  rubbing  away  at  some  spot  on  it  (which,  at  that 
view,  can  only  be  a  simple  daub)  as  if  he’d  certainly  fetch  out  some 
defect  or  beauty  that  should  proclaim  his  acuteness  or  his  taste. 
The  colouring  of  the  picture,  which- is  remarkably  rich,  is  arranged* 
with  an  uncommon  harmony  and  truth  of  effect.  It  is  highly  finishetf, 
3’ct  full  of  case  and  boldness — broad  and  massively  laid  on,  yet  ex¬ 
quisitely  detailed,  and  as  simple  as  it  is  rich.  There  are  no  violent 
contrasts  in  the  execution  of  this  picture.  The  heavy  ostentation 
of  the  patron’s  robe  has  its  opposite  ouly  in  the  quiet  ostentatioa 
of  the  dress  of  Salvator.  The  figure  oi  the  latter,  by  the  by,  is 
somewhat  mannered — and  the  picture  hangs  too  low  to  suffer  the 
positive  relief  of  colour  upon  the  cabinet  to  pass  without  a  slightly 


unpleasant  effect.  We  have  said  so  much  in  praise  of  the  produc¬ 
tion,  that  we  can  afford  to  leave  it  with  these  intimations  of  blame.

Sir  Robert  Peel  theo  combated  the  supposition  that  the  poor  man  would 
brew  his  own  beer  if  the  malt  duty  were  removed,  in  this  way— 

“  He  ('Sir  B*  P®el)  intreated  the  hou.se  not  to  consent  to  the  loss  ot  fire  niil- 
lioDS  of  revenue  under  the  delusive  expecUtion  that  encoura^ment  would 
thereby  be  ifiveu  to  the  ajfricultural  labourers  to  brew  their  beer  m  their  own 
cottfiur^  (Hear,  hear.)  The  same  reason  which  induced  them  to  ^  to  the 
beer^hw  at  present  would  continue  to  operate  after  the  rewal  of  the  majt 
d  tv*  IT  the  labourinjif  man  purchased  his  beer  at  the  public  house  and  took  it 
awav  te  drink  at  his  own  house,  he  mij^ht  have  the  beer  at  a  reduced  rate. 
There  was  a  considerable  difference  between  the  price  of  a  pot  of  beer  pur¬ 
chased  at  the  public  house  and  carried  away,  and  the  price  which  was  charp^ 
to  a  man  who  sat  and  consumed  a  pot  beside  the  fire  in  the  public  house.  Not¬ 
withstanding,  however,  this  difference  of  charge,  there  was  something  in  the 
cliarm  of  a  jfood  fire  and  of  company,  which  tempted  the  labourer  to  j>ay  an  ad¬ 
ditional  penny  for  his  pot  of  beer.  ("Hear,  hear.)  And  after  the  repeal  of  the 
malt  duty,  which  would  not  reduce  the  price  of  the  pot  of  beer  ^more  than  a 
halfpenny,  he  believed  that  the  same  temptation  would  still  exist.” 

'file  right  lion,  baronet  then  went  in  succession  through  the  only  inodes 
ill  which  the  house  could  attempt  to  replace  the  amount  of  revenue  that 
would  be  lost  by  the  removal  of  the  malt  duty,  if  they  should  be  so  ill- 
advised  as  to  consent  to  such  a  measure.  For  instance — a  property  tax 
was  thus  treated — 

«  Now  his  prophecy  was,  that  they  would  make  that  tax  necessary — (loud 
cries  of  hearWto  that  they  must  come  if  they  repealed  the  malt  tax.  (Great 
cheering.)  They  would  try  their  taxes  on  trifling  articles  of  consumption,  on 
tobacco  and  spirits,  and  wine  (hear,  hear),  and  they  would  meet  with  a  storm 
which  would  make  them  hastily  undo  what  they  had  been  doing.  ^Renewed 
cheering.)  To  a  property  tax,  then,  they  must  come;  *  and,*  continued  the 
right  hon.  baronet,  ‘  I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen  of  the  landed  interest,  on 
finding  yourselves  relieved  from  the  pressure  of  the  malt  tax,  and  falling  on  a 
gix>d  property  tax,  with  a  projiosal  for  a  graduated  scale.  (Great  cheering  and 
laughter.)  And  you  who  represent  the  heavy  land  of  this  country  (general 
ari<r continued  laughter  and  cneering),  I  felicitate  you  on  the  prosfiect  whicn 
lies  before  you.*  If  they  believed  that  the  substitute  would  be  advantageous 
to  their  interests,  let  them  not,  when  they  found  out  their  mistake,  lay  the 
blame  upon  those  who  warned  them  in  time,  but  u}x>n  their  own  comprehensive 
views  and  sound  judgment.  (Cheers.)*’ 

Another  argument  of  Sir  Robert  Peel’s  was,  that  if  the  motion  of  Lord 
Chandus,  that  the  duty  should  cease  and  determine,  were  carried,  all  the 
operations  of  the  trade  would  be  suspended  until  the  nature  of  the  noble 
lord’s  bill  were  known  and  its  fate  decided,  while  it  was  not  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  for  some  years  to  come  private  capital  would  replace  the  public 
capital  which  the  facilities  given  to  maltsters  afford.  These  results  would 
be  pasitively  injurious  to  the  agriculturists,  and  exceedingly  inconvenient 
to  the  public,  and  Sir  Robert  Peel  intimated,  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
speech,  that  as  some  one  of  them  must  be  resorted  to  if  the  tax  were  re¬ 
pealed,  he  should,  in  the  event  of  the  house  agreeing  to  the  motion  of 
Lord  Chandos,  leave  to  some  other  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  the  un¬ 
popular  task  uf  trying  some  of  these  expedients,  and  the  impracticable 
experiment  of  eking  out  5,000,000/.  by  means  of  others. — Lord  NoaaxYs 
after  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  sat  down,  ruse  and  stated  his  rea¬ 
sons  for  voting  on  the  present  occasion  against  his  recent  pledges  and  his 
lu.st  vote. — Lord  Dahlington  succeeded  him  fur  the  motion,  and  Mr  C. 
Wood  then  rose  and  said  he  would  vote  against  the  motion.  He  alluded 
to  the  gentlemen  who  had  used  the  repeal  of  the  malt  duty  as  a  stalking 
horse  at  the  last  election,  and  who  w’cre  now,  it  seems,  to  vote  against  it — 
“  It  would  be  difficult  for  them  to  resign  the  advantages  they  gained  at  the 
election  over  those  who  had  acted  more  nonestly  by  promises  held  out  to  the 
agriculturists.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  would  be  difficult  tor  them  to  show  the  fal¬ 
lacy  of  their  professions,  and  the  pretensions  they  put  forth,  of  being  the  ex¬ 
clusive  friends  of  the  farmer— 4)1  cherishing  exclusive  loyalty  to  the  king — 
(hear,  hear) — exclusive  attachment  to  religion  (hear,  hear),  all  merely  to  turn 
the  scale  uf  the  election,  and  for  their  own  party  pur{X)ses.  (Loud  cheers.)** 

He  alluded  in  particular  to  Sir  £.  Knatchbull — 

“  Looking  to  hb  conduct  in  1833,  on  the  motion  for  the  repeal  of  this  tax, 
would  he  now  opjiose  H  in  connection  with  the  present  ministers  ?  He  would, 
he  supposed,  now  desert  his  principles,  and  in  his  present  altered  position  be 
content  with  what  he  got  in  the  scramble.  (Prolonged cheers.)’* 

Ill  reply,  Sir  E.  Knatchbull  said — 

^  He  was  now,  as  in  1833,  when  he  voted  for  a  re|>eal  of  the  tax,  a  strong 
advocate  fur  relief  to  the  agricultural  classes;  but  the  hon.  member  (Mr  \V^uoa) 
ought  to  recollect  the  present  state  of  the  revenue,  and  the  large  surplus  which 
before  existed.  (Laughter.)  In  1833  there  was  a  large  surplus.  (Cries  of 
<No,  no.’)  He  repeated  there  was  a  large  surplus; lie  then  voted  for  Sir 
Win.  Intrilbv’s  motion  ;  but  there  was  now  a  considerable  diflerenca.** 


(Loud  cheers.)*

Mr  SraiNG  Iticx  afterwards  spoke  at  some  length.  He  began  by  al¬ 
luding  to  Sir  E.  Knatchbull — 

^The  hon.  gentleman  had  upon  the  hustings  been  pleased  to  denominate  the 
late  government,  to  which  he  ( Mr  S.  Rice)  felt  proud  to  have  belonged,  in  the 
abse’ice  ufany  member  uf  it,  as  the  ^otfscouring  uf  party,  and  the  sweepings 
of  office.*  (Laughter  and  lood  cheers  from  the  op|)usitioii  benches.)  He 
would  take  the  liberty  uf  saying  that  from  tliuse  who  were  denominated  t>y  the 
hon.  gentleman  as  the  ^  ofTscourings  uf  party,  and  the  sweepings  of  office,^  the 
hon.  gentleman  and  his  friend  the  right  hoq.  baronet  shoula  that  night  receive 
the  most  disinterested  and  honourable  support.  (Loud  cheers.)** 

With  refercuce  to  the  gross  pretences  which  had  been  employed  during 
the  last  eleetiuii,  Mr  llica  observed — 

^  Geutleuien  who  aspired  to  become  mcmliers  of  parliament  had  a  right  to 
understand  what  the  malt-tax  was ;  and  when  men  of  character,  station,  and 
inde|)eiidence  came  forward  as  candidates,  and  refused  to  pledge  themselves  to 
a  measure  which  they  saw  no  possibility  of  being  carried  into  executkm,  those 
who  defeated  them  had  no  right,  consistently  with  an  adherence  to  justice  and 
iioHtical  truth,  to  carry  the  elections  triumphantly  by  having  inscrilied  on  their 
banners  *  No  amlt-tax,*  and  afterwards^  when  they  came  to  vote  in  iiarlia- 
nieiit,  plead  fa^iorance  of  the  nature  ol  the  pledge  by  accediug  to  which  th^ 
had  succeededin  obtaining  tlieir  seats.  (Loud  and  loug-coittiuued  cheers.) 
The  right  liun.  gentleman  then  quoted  a  bill  which  bad  been  circulated 
against  the  Whigs  fiw  Sir  U.  Peel’s  party 

**  Farmers  of  Knglaad  I  look  to  your  representaitves  U— Recollect,  a  Knaicli- 
bull,  for  Kent  ( laughter  nod  chaers),  out  of  office,  voted  foi  the  re|)eal  of  the

tax  ! !  Farmers  of  England  !  look  well  id  these  official  gentlemen,  and  now 
they  are  in  office,  take  cau^  they  do  not  change  their  votes;  bat  let  them  prove 
their  consistency,  as  Lord  Chandos  baa  dona,  by  voting  with  him  as  they  did 
before.  (Tremendous  cheering.)** 

Mr  Baeiko,  Lord  Ashlct,  Mr  P.  Tkomsoiv,  and  Sir  J.  Oeaham  then 
spoke  against  the  motion ;  and  Mr  R.  Ooaooir,  with  Mr  Hums,  for  it. 
'Hie  latter  gentleman,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  with  reference  to 
the  taxation  of  property,  observed — 

**  He  had  shown  that  this  tax  might  be  reduced  without  the  substitution  ol 
another ;  but  if  it  were  necessary  to  find  another,  there  was  no  difficulty  in 
doing  so.  He  did  not  blame  those  who  had  heretofore  made  the  laws,  that 
they  consulted  their  own  interest,  for  that  was  the  principle  avowedly  acted 
I  upon ;  but  it  did  happen  that  the  nobles  who  possessed  the  large  properties  ol 
this  country,  and  who  had  for  years  taxed  the  country  lor  their  own  advantage 
(cheers),  took  care  to  keep  themselves  free  from  the  burdens  they  impoeM 
upon  the  people,  j^ear,  hear,  hear.)  Let  a  shopkeeper  die,  leaving  bis  chil¬ 
dren  a  miserable  100/.  or  200/.  for  their  support,  it  was  taxed ;  or  if  he  had  no 
children,  and  he  left  it  to  a  stranger,  the  tax-gatherer  claimed  10  per  cent* 
But  let  the  Duke  of  Sutherland  die,  as  he  did  last  year,  leaving,  as  was  said, 
250, (MM)/,  per  annum  of  clear  landed  income,  and  his  heirs  paid  not  one  farthing. 

iHear,  hear,  hear.)  Was  this  justice!  (Hear,  hear.)  Let  the  Dukes  of 
)evonshire,  of  Bedford,  and  the  other  nobles  who  possessed  such  vast  masses 
of  property,  be  subject  to  the  same  tax  as  the  trader.  (Cheers.)  How  came 
it  that  the  present  system  of  robbery  was  established?  It  was  thus t— In 
1788  Mr  Pitt  brought  in  two  bills,  one  imposing  a  tax  on  the  descent  of  pen. 
sonal  property,  ana  the  other  on  the  descent  of  landed  property.  Both  went 
to  a  third  reading ;  but  the  landed  property  bill  was  only  carried  by  one  vote, 
and  its  passing  was  not  pressed.  Before  the  next  evening  Mr  Pitt  was  given 
to  understand  that,  if  he  persisted  in  passing  it,  he  would  lose  the  support  ol 
the  country  gentlemen.  It  was  accordingly  ^andoned;  but  the  same  consci¬ 
entious  persons,  whose  influence  was  then  predominant,  had  no  hesitation  in 
imposing  the  burden  upon  the  merchant,  the  tradesman,  and  the  labourer 
whose  industry  might  have  enabled  him  to  save  a  trifle  for  his  family.  (  Hear 
hear,  hear.)  No  man  could  continue,  without  disgrace,  to  occupy  the  situation 
of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  who  did  not  resolve  to  put  an  end  to  this 
iniquitous  inequality.  /Hear,  hear.)  If  any  gentleman  was  hesitating,  there¬ 
fore,  about  voting  for  tne  motion  on  account  of  the  supposed  difficulty  of  had¬ 
ing  a  substitute,  here  was  one  they  ought  to  he  all  anxious,  as  honest  men,  to 
seize.** 

Mr  Pease  and  Mr  Geote  then  opposed  the  motion.  Mr  H.  Fleet- 
WOOD  supported  it ;  and  Sir  R.  Grikslbt  gave  his  reasons  why  he  should 
vote  against  his  pledges.  'Phis  baronet’s  speech  is  worth  quoting  at  length 
— it  appears  to  the  same  effect  in  all  the  papers 

Sir  Roger  Griesley  next  rose,  but  was  also  im|)erfectly  heard,  at  first 
from  the  impatience  of  the  house  to  divide,  and  afterwards  by  the  laughter 
which  drowned  the  close  of  every  sentence.  He  was  understood  to  begin  by 
saying  that  it  ill  became  those  who  were  pledged  to  vote  for  Sir  C.  Manners 
Sutton  as  Speakei,  and  had  afterwards  voted  for  Mr  Abercromby  lur  purposes 
of  faction,  to  cast  reflections  upon  those  who  had  pledged  themselves  to  vote 
for  the  repeal  of  the  malt-tax,  and  who  now  found  themselves  obliged  to  vote 
against  it.  He  would  not.  fur  one,  submit  to  the  charge  of  inconsistency. 
(A  laugh.)  The  speeches  he  had  made  at  the  last  election  had  been  quoted 
against  him  ;  but  he  thought  he  could  state  sufficient  grounds  for  altering  the 
determination  he  then  expressed.  It  was  with  that  pain  he  violated  hie 
pledge;  but,  under  present  circumstances,  he  thought  it  the  bounden  duW  of 
every  patriot  (loud  laughter)  to  cousider  not  the  questiou  of  the  repeal  of  Uie 
malt-tax,  but  the  inevitable  result  of  the  present  motion  beiog  carried,  vis., 
the  dissolution  of  the  existing  government.  (Renewed  laughter.)  It  was 
upon  this  account  that  he  deemed  it  to  be  his  paramount  duty  to  alter  the  vote 
he  had  intended  to  give.  (Cries  of  ^  Oh,  on  !**)  It  was  the  duty  of  every 
politician  (laughter),  when  the  variety  and  suddenness  of  political  chaogei 


baffled  the  wisest,  most  experienced  (laughter),  and  the  sharpest  foresight,  to 
do  that  which  he  felt  himself  justifiea  in  doing — viz.,  to  vote  to-day  in  a  senAe 
contrary  to  that  in  which  he  should  have  voted  yesterday.  (Renewed 
laughter,  which  was  prolonged  by  the  honourable  baronet  repeating  the 
sentence  over  again  with  a  grave  swing  of  his  arm,  as  if  eadeavouring  to 
recollect  what  he  intended  sliould  follow.)  By  changing  his  vote  on  this 
occasion,  he  kuew  he  eliould  offend  to  a  considerable  degree,  and  probably  to 
a  considerable  extent  (laughter),  many  individuals  who  liad  retunied  him  to 
Parliament;  but  he  shoulabe  ashamea  of  himself  if  he  could  permit  hie  con- 
^’ieiitious  feelings  (laughter  and  cheers),  if  he  could  so  fur  consult  his  personal 
interests  or  ambition,  as  to  produce  by  his  vote  that  result  which  must  Ine¬ 
vitably  ensue  if  this  motion  be  carried—viz.,  the  turning  out  of  the  present 
administration,  and  tlie  installing  in  its  place  a  democratical  faction  (laughter)^ 
whose  objects  would  be  annual  (mrliaments  (laughter  and  ironical  ^eere, 
which  were  renewed  at  every  clause  of  the  sentence),  universal  suffrage^  vote  by 
ballot,  the  seculai  iation  of  church  property  (hear,  hear  !)  its  aenaralMMi  from 
the  state,  the  confiscation  of  private  property,  the  abolition  of  the  hereditary 
|)eerage,  national  liankruptcy,  and  civil  war.  Had  the  noble  marquis  post- 
jionea  his  motion  till  they  had  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  judging  of  the  mea¬ 
sures  for  the  relief  of  the  agriculturists,  he  should  have  supported  him ;  but 


sures  tor  tne  relief  ot  the  ^riculturist^  he  should  have  sup^rted  him  ;  but 
he  could  not  at  present  With  regard  to  his  constituents  (laughter),  all  ha 
could  say  was.  that  he  should  appeal  to  them  with  perfect  confidence  upon  tha 
question  of  whether  they  would  prefer  the  loss  of  the  present  ministry  or  tha 
repeal  uf  the  inaltUx.  (Laughter.)  In  doing  so,  he  was  certain  ha  thou  I# 
awaken  a  feeling  within  them  which  would  make  them  tell  hinst  m  tliay  bad 
dune  liefbre,  that  they  had  iierfect  faith  in  the  integrity  of  his  mutivaa  and  tha 
sincere  purity  of  hU  principles.  (  Laughter  and  oheera.) 

Col.  SiHTiioRPE  afterwards  told  the  house  why  lit,  too,  should  vote 
with  the  ministry  on  this  (question,  although  he  ialt  their  policy  to  mili¬ 
tate  against  the  Interests  ol  lieer  :  — 

^  No  one  was  more  sincerely  attached  than  he  (Col.  Sibthorpe)  was  to  that 
interest  by  which  he  lived,  and  to  which  he  might  say  he  owed  everjyadulg^ 
ence  of  life.**  (l^ud  laughter.) 

'Hie  Marquis  of  Chamuos,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  observed— 

^  He  could  not  but  expreea  his  surprise  at  the  change  of  opinion  which  ha 
had  witnessed  In  the  course  of  tlie  nignt  /cheers),  and  h'la  deep  sense  of  alana 
lest  the  suddenness  of  that  change  shouM  lewl  to  the  complete  forfeitare  of 
the  confidence  that  the  country  might  otherwise  be  disposed  to  place  in  the 
house.  (Cheers.)  For  it  was  iroiMsslble  to  hide  from  themeelvM  the  fiset 
that,  if  uiion  the  liustings  honourable  gentlemen  held  out  prumieee  whieh  they 
did  not  afterwards  redeem  by  their  votes  In  the  house,  the  cuestiluea^  of  the 
country  would  no  longer  place  that  ooofidenee  in  their  r^reeeatativas  that 
they  ought  to  dr»,  and  U|)on  which  the  security  aad  anlety  of  the  aauairy  must 
defiend.^  (Hear,  hear.)

On  Wednesday  the  House  again  md,  and  during  the  praiimkMBV  tm- 
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some  writs  were  morcd  for.  One  wa«  immediately  ordered  for  the 
fiction  of  a  member  for  the  Uniremity  of  Cambridge,  in  r^m  of 
Sir  C  M.  Sutton,  now  Vieoount  Canterbury,  but  when  Mr  \ernon 
moted  that  a  new  writ  be  isnied  for  the  election  of  a  memter  for  North 
Nottinghanuibire,  “  in  the  room  of  Lord  Lumley,  now  Lari  of 
borougb,”  a  question  of  some  difficulty  arose  as  to  whether  it  could  be 
issued.  Jt  appeared  by  the  statement  of  the  bon.  member,  that  Lord 
Lumley  applied  ten  days  ago  for  his  writ  of  summons  to  the  H^se  of 
Peers,  but  that  he  had  not  received  it,  in  consequence  of  some  difficulty 
in  proving  bis  succession,  bis  father,  the  late  Earl  of  Scarborough,  never 
having  taken  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords.  Lord  Lumley  had,  how¬ 
ever,  authorised  Mr  Vernon  to  move  for  the  writ  for  the  election  of  a 
member  to  serve  in  his  stead  in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  Speaker 
objected,  that  by  directing  the  issue  of  the  writ  the  house  would  take 
upon  itself  to  decide  that  Lord  Lumley  had  become  Earl  of  Scarborough, 
a  decision  the  house  was  not  competent  to  make.  He  recommended  the 
house  to  wait  until  the  writ  of  summons  should  be  issued.  After  a  short 
conversation,  Mr  Vernon  withdrew  his  motion,  saying  that  he  would  re¬ 
new  it  on  a  future  occasion,  if  he  found  it  necessary. 

In  the  course  of  the  notices,  Mr  D.  W.  Harvey  stated  that  he  should 
move  for  a  call  of  the  house  on  the  28ih  of  April,  on  which  day  his  mo¬ 
tion  for  the  Pension-list  comes  on ;  and,  in  answer  to  a  question  from 
Mr  Ileathcotc,  Mr  Hume  said  he  would  leave  the  question  of  an  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  corn  laws  to  be  brought  forward  by  Mr  Clay  on  the  7th  of 
May.  Mr.  Clay  declined  to  tell  the  nature  of  the  alteration  he  intends 
to  propose. 

riie  question  of  the  supplies  then  came  under  notice,  and  Mr  Hume, 
in  answer  to  a  question  from  Sir  R.  Peel,  said  he  was  not  sure  whether 
he  or  another  memlier  would  on  Friday  move  that  the  grant  ol  supplies 
be  limited  to  three  months. 

'Hie  adjourned  deliate  was  then  taken  on  Mr  Ewart’s  motion,  “  That 
the  consideration  of  no  new  business  shall  lie  proposetl  after  1 1  o’clock 
at  night,”  and  the  motion  negatived  on  a  division  by  130  to  65.  In  the 
course  of  the  debate,  Mr  O’Connell  urged  the  motion  very  strongly: — 

**  He  hoped  that  the  hoii.  member  would  not  withdraw^  his  motion.  He 
considered  it  highly  improper  that  questions  of  the  greatest  importance  should 
be  brought  on  at  such  late  hours.  He  had  known  bills  creating  a  felony 
passed  at  two  o’clock  in  the  rooming.  The  house  sat  so  late  as  to  endanger 
the  health  of  the  members,  and  that,  t^  not  in  the  best  of  atmospheres. 
There  never  was  a  worse  bouse  for  late  sittings  than  the  present.  It  was  too 
hot  in  moat  parts  of  it,  and  where  it  was  not  too  hot,  it  was  too  cold.  (Hear, 
and  a  laugh.;  Questions  brought  on  at  so  late  an  hour  were  not  submitted  to 
the  test  cd*  public  opinion.  The  fourth  estate  were  by  that  time  worn  out,  aud 
the  consequence  was,  tliat  those  late  discussions  never  went  forth  to  the 
{mblic.” 

'Fhe  Wills’  Execution  Bill,  and  Administrators’  Bill  were  then  seve¬ 
rally  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  a  select  committee.  The  house 
seemed  very  much  amused  at  Mr  lioife’s  commencing  his  observations 
on  one  of  these  measures,  by  saying  he  should  not  detain  the  Court — he 
meant  the  House— by  making  any  lengthened  remarks. 

In  the  Committee  on  the  Newspapers’  Regulation  Bill,  which  after¬ 
wards  followed  the  Solicitor- General  introduced  a  clause,  of  which 
tht  effect  is,  that  the  informers  who  have  instituted  the  vexatious  pro¬ 
ceedings  which  the  bill  is  intended  to  stop,  will  not  be  allowed  to  recover 
costs  taxed  in  the  usual  manner,  but  merely  costs  out  of  pocket. 

I^avc  was  then  given  fur  several  bills  to  be  brought  in.  Mr  Poui.TEk 
obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  better  observance  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  Mr  Home  having  called  the  attention  of  the  house  to  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Icominiltee  appulated  last  year,  moved  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  English  Reform  Act  in  so  far  as  related  to 
the  time  allowed  for  voting,  to  the  distribution  of  polling  booths,  the 
expenses  of  returning  officers,  &c.  Sir  George  Clerk,  Mr  8.  Rice, 
Major  Cumming  Bruce,  Sir  Rolarri  Bateson,  Colonel  Sibthorpe,  and 
Sir  Henry  Hardinge,  severally  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  prin- 
•iples  of  the  recommendations  of  the  committee ;  and  Mr  Murray  an¬ 
nounced  his  intention  to  move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  similar  bill  for 
Scotland,  as  did  Mr  O’Connell  for  Ireland. — After  some  further  con¬ 
versation,  leave  was  given  to  bring  in  the  bill.  The  I^rd  Advocate 
next  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  regulate  the  se(|uest ration  of  the 
estates  of  bankrupts  in  Scotland.  Mr  Murray,  Sir  John  Campbell,  Mr 
Wallace,  Mr  C.  I'ergtissoii,  and  Mr  Cumming  Bruce,  concurred  in  opi¬ 
nion  that  such  a  measure  was  most  desirable,  and  leave  was  accordingly 
granted. 

Afterwards,  on  the  motion  of  Sir  G.  Grey,  a  select  committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  most  cHTectual  means  of  preventing  bribery  and 
corruption  and  intimidation  in  the  election  of  members  to  serve  in  Par¬ 
liament.  On  the  names  of  the  committee  being  read  over,  it  was  found 
there  were  only  six  IrUh  members  on  it.  The  following  conversation 
then  occurred:— 

“  Mr  Ruthvzn  proposed  to  add  the  name  of  Mr  O’Connell  to  the  com- 
mittesL.” 

“Mr  O’CoKiTELl.  said  that  he  had  not  time  to  attend  it.” 

“  Sir  G.  Grey  said  that  it  was  not  from  any  disrespect  to  the  hon.  and 
learaed  memtier  fmes  Dublin  that  he  had  not  plat'od  niin  on  the  committee, 
which  he  Imd  endeavoured  to  constitute  impartiully  from  members  on  lioth 
sides  of  the  himse.  He  declined  placing  the  turn,  and  learned  gentlemen  uu 
the  committee  in  cunoequeuce  of  the  charges  which  had  been  presented  against 
him.” 

Mr  O’Connell. — “What  chorgea  ?  Of  intimidatioo  ?  There  in  no  such 
charge  in  any  ooe  of  the  Uiree  petitions  which  have  been  presented  to  this 
house.” 

“  Sir  G.  Grkt  replied  that  there  were  certain  charges  agaiast  the  hon.  aad 
learned  geiHieeMn,  of  which  he  knew  nothing  bimseli  except  what  had  been 
stated  through  public  channela.” 

Mr  O’Connell. — “  Whui  channels  ?  ” 

”  Sir  G.  Grey  replie<L  the  news|iaucrs.” 

Mr  H.  HuRHEe— “Can  aav  one  hava  failed  to  read  of  death's  heads  and 
‘•'“•••houes  ta  the  uewspapere  r  ( Hear,  bear.) 

Mr  O’Connell  (intemiptiRg  him  with  eoam  wanathW“  I  have  heard  a 
go^  deal  ef  ralvee^ heads  and  jaw-bones  in  tliia  house.”  (Much  laughter, 
Mr  Hughes  n^iiRwd  hie  eeit.) 

A  ocuultory  convsrsaiioii  afUiwartb  ensued  upon  the  subject,  which 
mneludud  in  Mr  Uuthvem’s  withdrawing  his  motion,  in  consequence  of 
Mr  O  Conmrll  persisting  in  declaring  that  he  had  not  time  to  attend 
onUm  otimmiuee.  Mr  O’Conmill  then,  after  soine  conversation  had 
pampd  ^  the  exUeme  lateneei  of  the  bouri  postpoiie4  till  another  lUy  hU 
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motion  for  leave  to  brii^  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  law  of  libel,  and  the 
house  adjourned  at  one  oclock. 

On  Thursday  the  Commons  again  met,  and  during  preliminary 
business,  the  order  for  taking  into  consideration  the  petition  of  Thomas 
Walker  and  others  against  the  return  of  the  utting  members  of  Dublin 
was  discharged,  in  consequence  of  the  usual^  recognisances  not  having 
been  entered  into.  Avast  number  of  petitions  were  then  presented, 
and  after  several  had  been  announced  among  them  praying  for  the 
removal  of  Smitbfield-market,  and  the  establishroent  of  a  market  at 
Islington,  Mr  Alderman  Wood  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  bill  for 
improving  Smithfield-market.  Mr  Handley  moved,  as  an  amendment, 
that  the  bill  be  read  a  second  time  “  tliis  day  six  months.”  The  hon. 
member,  it  appears,  intends  to  bring  in  again  the  bill  for  establishing  a 
market  at  Islington,  and  Mr  Alderman  Wood’s  bill  was  opposed  chiefly 
on  the  ground  that  no  alteration  of  Smithfield-market  can  render  it 
other  than  a  dangerous  nuisance.  After  a  short  discussion  the  amend¬ 
ment  was  carried,  and  Mr  Alderman  Wood's  bill  thrown  out  by  a 
majority  of  115,  the  numbers  being  142  and  27. 

The  following  conversation  then  took  place  on  the  subject  of  the 
granting  supplies.  We  give  it  at  length  ; — 

Mr  Hume  :  “  The  right  hon.  baronet  opposite  put  a  question  to  me  yester¬ 
day,  which  I  answered  conditionally.  I  am  now  able  to  state  to  the  right  hon. 
baronet,  that  having  consulted  with  those  gentlemen  on  this  side^of  the  house 
with  whom  I  am  in  the  habit  of  acting,  I  regret  to  find  that  they  do  not  con¬ 
sider  the  question  would  be  sufficiently  decisive  of  the  expression  of  the  want 
of  confidence  by  this  house  in  his  Majesty’s  ministers,  if  it  were  to  be  brought 
forward  in  the  shape  of  a  proposition  for  hiniting  the  supplies  to  a  short  period. 
I,  therelbre,  shall  postpone  my  motion  for  opposing  the  supplies,  with  the  view 
that  on  some  subsequent  occasion  the  question  of  a  want  of  confidence  may  be 
brought  forward  in  a  more  decisive  manner.”  (Loud  cheers  from  the  oppo¬ 
sition.) _ The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer:  “Is  this  the  motion  of 

which  you  gave  me  solemn  notice  a  week  since  ?  (Immense  cheering  fromt  h 
ministerial  benches.)  You  thought  it  incumbent  upon  you  to  give  roe  notice  a 
week  before  of  a  motion  for  limiting  the  supplies,  and  now  you  say  that  the 
answer  which  you  gave  roe  last  night  was  conditional,  and  that  the  motion  will 
surely  be  brought  on  upon  some  other  measure  that  may  be  introduced  by  the 
governmenL”  (Very  great  cheering  from  the  ministerial  benches.)!— Mr 
Gisborne:  “  1  rise  to  order.  Sir ;  there  is  no  question  before  the  house.” 
(Cheers  from  the  opposition.)— The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer:  “1 
am  asking  a  question,  Sir.  (Cheers  from  the  ministerial  benches.)  The 
question  I  wish  to  ask  is,  whetner  that  other  member  who,  as  the  hon.  member 
for  Middlesex  last  night  stated,  contemplated  taking  his  place,  has  also 
abandoned  his  intention  of  opposing  the  vote  for  the  supplies  ?  and  wlietlicr 
that  more  decisive  vote  of  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  King’s  government  will 
be  brought  forward  to-morrow?” — Mr  Hume  :  “The  hon.  Mronet  will  re¬ 
collect,  when  1  stated  1  considered  that  the  divisions  on  the  questions  of  the 
s^ieaker  and  of  the  amendment  amounted  to  a  vote  of  a  want  of  confidence  in 
his  Majesty’s  ministers,  that  he,  although  left  in  a  ra  inority  on  both  occa¬ 
sions,  did  not  consider  it  to  be  so.  If,  then,  the  house  were  to  vote  the 
supplies  for  three  months  only,  the  probability  is,  although  1  should  consider 
it  to  be  a  vote  of  a  want  of  confidence,  that  the  right  hon.  baronet  would  turn 
round  as  before  and  say,  that  this  also  was  no  vote  of  a  want  of  confidence. 
(Cheers  from  the  opjmsition.)  That  is  the  ground  upon  which  I  have  altered 
the  course  I  oritfinallv  intended  to  pursue.  Althouirh  I  had  determined  most 


positively  to  bring  forward  the  motion  of  which  I  had  given  notice,  yet,  seeing 
that  I  should  in  ml  probability  be  foiled  by  the  right  hon.  baronet,  and  that  it 


would  still  be  necessary  for  the  house  to  come  to  a  decision  that  could  not  be 
misunderstood,  I  have  deemed  it  right  to  alter  the  course  I  mean  to  take.  I 
think  1  may  with  confidence  say  tnat  no  other  person  on  this  side  of  the 
house  will  hriiig  on  the  question  to-morrow  as  to  granting  the  supplies  for  a 
limited  fieriud.  (Cheers  from  the  opposition.)  The  CHANCELLOR  of  the 
Exchequer:  “When  a  motion  is  threatened,  having  for  its  object  the 
declaration  of  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  King’s  government  and  that 
with  a  view  to  the  dismissal  of  the  government,  is  it  going  beyond  the  usual 
Isiunds  of  a  {lerson  placed  in  my  situation  to  ask  a  question  with  respect  to 
the  intention  of  the  hon.  gentleman  as  to  the  time  when  he  intends  bringing 
fonvard  that  motion — a  motion  unquestionably  of  great  iroportMCc  to  the 
ministers,  and  also  of  imfiortance  to  tW  country  ?  (Cheers  from  the  ministers.) 
'I'he  lion,  gentleman  says  he  does  not  intend  to  press  his  motion  to-morrow, 
<>ii  the  ground  that  it  is  not  a  sufficiently  decisive  indication  of  a  want  of  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  King’s  government;  but  he  adds  that  I  may  depend  upon  it  a 

more  expressive  and  decisive  motion  will  be  substituted  for  it” _ Mr  HUME  : 

“  Not  to-morrow.”—'!  he  CHANCELLOR  of  the  Exchequer  :  “  I  wish  to 
ask  whuther  or  no  that  other  motion  will  be  brought  on  to-morrow  ?  (Cries 
of  ‘  No,  no !  ’  frfun  the  opposition  benches.)  1  understand,  then,  that  neither 
the  hon.  gentleman  nor  any  of  his  friends  will  oppose  the  vote  for  the  supplies 
to  morrow.  I  only  appeal  to  the  hon.  gentleman  whether  it  is  not  right,  if 
he,  tir  any  other  hon.  member,  have  come  to  the  determination  to  bring  forward 
such  a  motion,  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  naming  a  day  for  that  purpose  ?’* 
(Great  cheering  from  the  ministerial  benches.)— Mr  Hume:  “I  assure  the 
right  hoii.  barouetthat  if  it  rested  with  me,  I  would  bring  on  the  rootiou  with¬ 
out  any  delay;  and  that  at  all  events  it  will  be  brought  forward  on  the  very 
first  fit  and  proiier  moment  that  occurs.”  (Cheers  from  the  opposition.)

Mr  G.  Brekelet  subsequently,  amidst  much  laughter,  gave  notice, 
that  on  the  1st  of  May  he  would  move  that  a  part  of  the  strangers’  gallery 
be  set  apart  for  the  accommodation  of  ladies. 

lA?ave  was  then  given  to  Mr  R.  Steuaet  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  estoblish

Dr  Lush- 
moTOK,  Sir  John  Camfbell,  and  Mr  C.  Ferousson,  spoke  at  some 
Jeneth  in  faTour  of  the  proposed  measure.  Sir  Robert  Peel  then  rose 


Mr.  Sheil  introduced  in  an  animated  and  forcible  speech  the  subject  of 
the  Marquis  of  Londonderry's  late  appointment  as  Ambassador  to  Russia, 
descanted  with  great  energy  and  effect  on  his  utter  nnfitness,  and  protest^ 
against  it  on  behalf  of  the  English  people.  Mr.  CUTLAR  Feroussox 
seconded  the  motion,  and  in  conclusion  warned  the  premier. 

^  He  would  tell  the  right  hon.  baronet  opposite — ^what  he  knew  perfectly 
well  already — that,  if  the  appointment  actually  took  place,  the  appointment 
would  be  considered  his.  (Hear,  hear,  and  cheers.)  He, as  the  Prime  Minister 
of  this  country,  was  answerable  for  the  appointment  (hear,  hrar);  and  he 
would  remind  the  right  hon.  Imronet  that  whatever  effect  the  appointment  of  an 
ambassador  to  Russia  might  have  on  the  state  of  Turkey  and  Poland,  the 
blame  would  not  be  on  the  person  who  went,  but  upon  the  fight  hon.  baronet 
himself.  (Cheers.)” 

Lord  Stan  LET  subsequently  rose  and  spoke  very  warmly  on  the 
question  : — 

“  He  did  trusty  however,  and  that  the  more  especially  in  consequence  of  the 
answer  given  by  his  noble  friend,  that  the  effect  of  this  discussion,  as  far  as  it 
had  gone,  and  of  the  opinions  of  the  pe<»ple  of  England,  which  w’ere  well  known 
on  the  subject  (loud  cheering),  might  yet,  even  at  the  last  hour,  prevent  the 
completion  of  an  appointment,  which,  he  was  bound  to  say,  was  not  creditable 
to  the  government  or  acceptable  to  the  {leople  of  England.  (  Renewed  cheers.)” 

His  lordship  adverted  to  Mr  C.  Fergusson's  cloijueut  allusions  to  Poland, 
and  said : — 

**He  (Lord  Stanley)  had  been  a  member  of  the  Administration  which,  for 
prudential  reasons,  had  felt  it  to  be  a  necessary  duty  on  their  {>art — and  lie 
would  say  that  they  never  had  a  more  painful  duty  to  jierform — to  resist  a  more 
active  interference  on  the  part  of  this  country  in  bt'hulf  of  the  Poles..  But  if 
that  Administration  had  considered  it  their  duty  to  withhold  their  active 
support  from  that  much-injured  jicople,  it  deemed  it  the  more  imperative  upon 
it,  in  every  step  it  took,  and  by  every  influence  in  its  iiowcr,  to  soften  the  evils 
under  which  tiiey  suffered  (Hear,  hear,  hear!);  ann  it  was  impossible  not  to 
feel,  that  the  Nohle  Marquis  was  the  last  who  o^ht  to  lie  sent  to  Russia  to 
represent  the  feelings  of  this  country  in  regard  to  Inland.” 

Several  speakers  succeeded,  and  among  thetuMr  Gisborne,  who  pushed 
the  matter  very  strongly  :  — 

“  The  Noble  Lord  says  that  the  appointment  has  not  yet  been  definitely 
made,  although  it  had  been  determined  on.  I  am  sure  if  it  is  determined  on, 
and  actually  takes  place,  it  will  become  the  House  to  adopt  some  strong  mea¬ 
sure.  (Cheers.)” 

Sir  Robert  Peel  then  spoke  at  some  length,  but  urged  not  a  single 
reason  for  such  an  appointment.  For  instance,  he  protested  that  ”  there 
was  no  officer  in  the  service  of  the  country,  with  the  exception  of  the 
illustrious  leader  under  whom  he  had  served,  who  had  exhibited  greater 
devotion  in  the  profession  to  which  he  Irelonged,  or  had  displayed  greater 
courage” — but  not  a  word  in  praise  of  I^rd  I^ondonderry’s  moderation  or 
wisiloin  or  conciliatory  fitness.  The  Premier  concluded  thus: — 

<<  Now  if  honourable  gentlemen  op|)osite  thought  it  expedient  to  establish  it 
as  a  jirecedent  that  they  were  to  interfere  with  tiie  exercise  of  the  prertigativo 
of  the  cniwii,  and  ipicstion  the  ap{M)iutment  by  his  Majesty  of  an  umliassador,

It  is  u  premature  birth,  however,  brought 
on  by  liudily  fear  of  the  <'baiiilK.'r  of  Depiitiea,  and  it  cannot  be 
ekficctcd  to  last.  The  office  of  the  War  De(>urtiiient  has  been  con¬ 
ferred,  indeed,  on  Marshal  Mainon,  for  the  exqui^ite  reason  that  his 
absence  at  Hi.  Petenbiirgh  leaves  liiui  unable  ut  present  to  refu-se 
i^  and  thus  time  U  gained.  This  U  precisely  what  tlie  AVi/foW  an¬ 
ticipated.  ”  We  may  exjicct  to  hear,  some  of  tliesedays,’*  that  journal 
continued,  wittily  enough,  “that  the  Prasideiicy  of  the  Council  is 
reserveil  for  some  one  that  is  daatl,**  For  the  present  it  is  vestvd 
m  ttie  person  of  the  Due  d«  Br«|^. 


The  successor  of  the  late  Francis  of  Austria,  the  Emperor 
Ferdinand,  continues  the  services  of  Prince  Metternich.  ^  The  late 
Emperor  was,  we  believe,  the  honest  and  benevolent  administrator 
of  a  despotic  system. 

The  change  of  the  Portuguese  Ministry,  which  has  been  in  conteiu- 
plation  for  some  time,  has  at  length  taken  place.  The  Duke  of  Palmellg 
has  accepted  the  office  of  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  {  the  Bishop 
of  Coimbra  has  been  raised  to  the  Peerage,  and,  in  consequence,  has 
resigned  the  Home  Department,  which  has  been  given  to  Freire — the 
latter  was  formerly  Minister  of  Marine;  and  Count  \illa  Real  has  been 
appointed  to  the  office  thus  left  vacant.  A  change  has  also  taken  place  as 
to  the  constitution  of  the  Cabinet,  which  has  l^en  reduced  to  six  mem¬ 
bers,  from  nine  of  which  we  believe  it  was  previously  composed. 

7'lie  measures  since  adopted  by  this  new  Portuguese  Ministry,  for  the 
consolidation  of  the  system  established  by  the  Constitutional  Charter, 
appear  to  give  general  satisfaction.  Among  these  measures,  the  most 
efficacious  are  the  sales  and  consequent  distributions  of  national  property. 
One  of  the  Lisbon  papers,  in  adverting  to  these  sales,  observes,  that 
“  every  new  possessor  becomes  a  soldier  of  liberty,  in  defending  which  he 
defends  his  own  property  and  the  ptrimony  of  his  children.”  The  state 
of  the  revenue  is  satisfactory,  and  the  Diario  doGoverno  of  the  23d  con¬ 
tains  the  details  of  a  financial  operation,  by  which,  on  the  preceding 
Saturday,  the  21st,  1,748,088,359  milreis  of  the  public  debt  were  extin- 
guished*  and  the  cancelled  documents  burnt  in  the  Rocio  square.  This 
amount  consisted  of  014,005,769  milreis  in  titulos  liearing  interest; 
;376,tX)8,990  milreis  in  titulos  without  interest ;  and  758,073,000  milreis 
in  paper  money. 


SATURDAY  NIGHT, 

There  is  something  rotten,  we  fear,  in  the  state  of  Denmark. 
It  was  understood  that  the  motion  for  the  limitation  of  the  sup- 
plies  was  only  postponed  to  give  the  priority  of  discussion  to  the 
Irish  Church  question.  Lord  John  Russell  has,  however,  post¬ 
poned  his  motion  on  the  Irish  Church,  till  the  House  is  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Report  of  the  Commission  of  Inquiry.  Mr  Ward  made 
over  his  motion  to  Lord  John  Russell,  and  Mr  Ward  had  no  inten¬ 
tion  of  waiting  for  the  rimort.  The  fair  way  of  considering  the 
matter  is,  to  ask  whether  Mr  Ward  would  have  given  way  if  he  had 
been  apprized  iluit  Lord  John  Russell  would  give  our  enemies  the 
benefit  of  a  delay,  which  also,  be  it  observed,  keeps  back  the  motion 
on  the  supplies.  The  GioOe  has  an  excellent  article  on  this  sub¬ 
ject.  If  all  its  writings  were  in  the  same  spirit,  we  should  hail  it 
in  a  new  character,  and,  as  everything  must  have  a  beginning,  we 
hope  we  may  be  able  to  do  so. 

We  observe  with  regret  and  alarm  that  Lord  J.  Russell  has  expressed 
an  intention  of  postponing  the  Irish  church  question.  By  whose  advice 
or  witli  whose  consent  he  has  come  to  this  resolution,  we  cannot  pretend 
to  say  ;  but  we  must  say  that  the  delay  appears  to  us  to  be  most  injurious 
to  the  cause  of  reform  and  the  character  of  the  Opposition.  There  cannot 
l>e  a  doubt  that  it  must  have  the  effect  of  aggravating  the  suspicions  and 
impatience  of  the  country  ;  and  really  we  do  not  know  how  his  lord.ship 
can  reconcile  such  a  proceeding  with  his  ideas  of  fairness  to  the  rest  of 
the  Opposition.  ^  •  *  Perha|)s  the  members  of  Lord  Grey’s 

ministry  think  themselves  committed  by  their  speeches  of  last  year  to  in¬ 
sist  upon  the  report  of  their  own  commission  before  affirming  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  Mr  Ward’s  motion,  which  they  then  opposed  on  the  ground  of  a 
necessity  for  previous  investigation.  We  must  plainly  tell  the  members 
of  the  late  ministry  that  they  must  not  expect  to  get  the  support  of  the 
country,  or  the  great  mass  of  reformers  in  parliament,  if  they  keep  them¬ 
selves  hampered  by  every  unpopular  vote  of  the  two  last  sessions.  *  * 

Our  friendly  feeling  towards  the  gentlemen  with  whom  we  thus  re¬ 
monstrate  cannot  be  doubted.  We  know  the  difficulties  with  which  they 
have  to  contend ;  but  theirs  is  not  the  way  to  overcome  them.  They 
really  must  not  shape  their  course  inti  rely  to  please  one  or  two  of  the 
most  timid  or  doubtful  of  their  party — they  must  not  take  so  much  care 

to  keep  Lord - from  going  over  to  Lord  Stanley.  From  a  desire  of 

keeping  one  or  two  trimmers,  who  will  leave  them  at  last,  they  are  alien¬ 
ating  tlie  great  mass  of  their  majority.  To  keep  two  or  tliree  votes, 
they  risk  a  couple  of  hundred  and  the  country.  VV’e  call  on  them  to 
pursue  a  more  manly  and  wise  course. 

—  In  conscmience  of  there  having  been  a  conference  this  morning 
between  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry  and  his  Grace  the  Secretary  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  it  is  rumoured  that  the  relinquishment  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Noble  Marquis  as  Ambassador  to  St  Petersburgh,  will  be 
andounced  to  the  Cabinet  Council  this  afternoon.  We  cannot,  at  the 

hour  we  write  (three  o’clock),  either  contradict  or  confirm  this  report. _

— On  Sunday  night 
last,  between  7  and  HI  o’chnA,  the  counting-house  of  Mr  Pitman,  jeweller, 
Garnanlt  place,  Clerkenwcll,  was  felonionsiv  entered  and  robbed  of  4,(NM1 
round,  square,  and  oval  garnets,  1,(K.K1  rosc-slnqH^d  garnets,  5tK)  aqua  marina, 
jacinth,  and  different  stones ;  1  dozen  large  oval  amethysts,  4  r«»ws  of  onyx 
beads,  a  (pmntitv  of  coral,  cornelian  seals  and  brooches,  with  various  other 
articles  of  jewellery.  The  thieves  got  clear  off  with  the  pro|H;rty. 

Party  cEELINO. — At  Meath  Assizes,  on  Friday,  three  inea  were  triwl 
for  the  murder  of  John  Henney,  at  Kells,  on  the  2^td  of  January,  in 
an  affray  between  some  Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants.

remarMng  upon  the  length  of  time  they  had  to  w’ait  for  the  minister,  sat  down 
as  if  in  a  fainting  state,  which  brought  some  of  the  other  females  around  her 
and  her  sister ;  bnt  at  length  Mrs  Elizabeth  Drew,  who  came  to  be  churched, 
and  have  her  child  baptizM,  caught  the  prisoner  Hyun’s  hand  in  her  pocket. 
The  prisoner  had  put  ner  hand  up  under  the  gown  to  get  at  the  p^ket,  in 
which  there  was  a  purse  containing  a  quaptity  of  silver;  and  Mrs  Drew  de¬ 
clared  that  she  coula  not  be  mistaken  as  to  tlie  {lerson,  as  she  laid  firmly  hold  of 
the  fingers,  and  the  prisoner  in  forcing  her  hand  away  tore  the  pocket.  The 
prisoner  Smith  abusM  Mrs  Drew  for  making  such  a  charge  against  respect¬ 
able  funales ;  but  when  the  alarm  was  given  several  other  Kniales  in  the 
same  pew  discovered  that  they  had  been  robbed — one  of  2/.,  another  of  a 
parse  containing  IJs,  0d.,  and  another  of  9s.  The  prisoners  were  tlien  taken 
into  Mr  Yarrow’s  f^e  clerk’s)  hou^  by  Powell,  one  of  the  parochial  con¬ 
stables,  and  it  was  found  that  the  prisoners  had  between  them  three  purses, 
eontaining  ’dL  Ids.,  which  were  delivered  into  Powell’s  possession.  It  was 
stated,  however,  that  the  prieoners  were  suffered  to  remain  a  long  time  in 
Mr  Yarrow’s  house,  while  Powell  went  to  their  residence  in  Thomas  street, 
Whitechapel,  to  inform  Smith’s  husband  of  what  had  occurred ;  and  that. 
Powell  let  Smith  have  fis.  out  of  the  money  found  upon  them.  It  was  Staton 
also  that  Powell  afterwards  went  to  the  police-station  with  Smith  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  getting  the  prisoners  liberated  on  bail,  which  of  course  was  refused. 
Mr  Broughton,  on  hearing  a  statement  of  the  circumstances  above  men¬ 
tioned,  express^  the  utmost  astonishment  at  the  conduct  imputed  to  the 
parochial  officers,  more  particularly  as  Mr  Yarrow  (the  clerk)  had  himself 
stated  previously  to  the  examination  that  a  friend  of  hb  had  Imen  robbed  of 
a  in  tne  church  on  the  preceding  Sunday,  and  that  frequent  complaints  had 
lately  been  made  of  robberies  committed  in  the  same  place. — Mr  YWow  said 
it  wu  his  firm  belief  at  the  time,  that  the  charge  against  the  prisoners  had 
originated  in  mistake  during  the  confusion,  and  he  could  not  even  then  believe 
that  respectable  females,  such  as  the  prisoners  appeared  to  be,  had  gone  to 
church  to  commit  robberies. — Powell,  who  is  a  sliopkeeper  in  Shoreditch,  ad¬ 
mitted  that  bf  went  into  a  public-house  to  drink  with  Smith,  the  husband,  but 
ha  said  he  paid  fur  the  liquor  himself,  and  he  declared  that  the  6s.  whicli  ha 
lat  Smith  nava  waa  money  lent  out  of  his  own  pocket,  and  not  as  had  been 
sworn  by  one  of  the  police  constables  (81  N),  out  of  one  of  tlie  purses  found 
on  the  prisoners. — Mr  Broughton  said  that  {muT  of  the  case  should  be  strictly 
inouired  into. — Four  females  were  present  who  had  had  their  pockets  picked 
at  ihe  same  time,  and  witnesses  proved  that  the  prisuners  were  seen  pressing 
Mp  against  the  others  some  time  before  the  alarm  was  given  by  Mrs  Dre#. 
The  purses  prodnead,  bowaver,  were  not  identified.  The  prisoners  seemed  to 
be  greatly  ahockad  at  tlie  charge,  and  protested  their  innocence. — Mr  Brough¬ 
ton  remanded  the  prisoners  for  ftirther  evidence.

In  the  beginning  of  the  present  century, 
when  Bonaparte  raised  or  cast  down  Kings  and  Princes  at  pleasure  in  the  new 
raodiftcation  of  the  German  Biatrs,  the  late  Sovereign  was  divested  of  the  title  of 
Emperor  of  UermMy,  which  was  elective,  and  made,  in  lieu  of  it,  hereditary 
Emperor  of  Austria.  He  married  successively  a  Princess  of  Wurtembenrg,  a 
Neapditan  Prinoeoa,  an  Archduchess  of  Austria,  and  a  Bavarian  Princess.

ment  in  the  d«ily  journtls “  A  few  days  and  before  any  deputation 
had  waited  on  Sir  Franck  Burdett  to  eoinplain  of  his  Parliamentary  con- 
duct.  Mr  De  Ve«r  was  called  on  by  Mr  Fonblanque,  editor  of  the 
Examiner  aod  Mr  Perry*  to  know  if  he  would  uke  the  task  upon  him¬ 
self  of  oonveniDg  •  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  requi¬ 

sition  calling  on  Sir  Francis  Burdett  to  resign,  on  the  ground  of  the  dis- 
satbfaction  his  conduct  had  giren  his  constituency.  ♦  Mr  De  Year  ex- 
nressed  his  personal  ojunion  that  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  although  appear- 
Mces  might  be  against  him,  would  be  found  unchanged,  and  offered  to 
wait  on  Sir  Francis,  and  represent  to  him  the  fears  some  of  his  consti¬ 
tuency  as  to  his  intentions,  and  to  report  the  result.  Mr  De  Year 
added,  that  should  he  unhappily  find  himself  deceived,  still,  under  all  the 
eircumsUDoes  in  which  he  sto^,  he  should  decline  having  anything  to 
do  with  the  proposed  meeting,  but  would  retire  altogether  from  West¬ 
minster  politics,  in  the  belief  that  little  or  no  confidence  could  be 
placed  in  the  professions  of  public  men.  Mr  De  Year  accordingly 
sought  and  obtained  an  interview  with  the  BaroneL  The  following  is 
the  substance  of  what  passed,  according  to  a  note  made  by  Mr  De  Year 
shortly  after,  and  while  all  the  circumstances  were  fresh  and  clear  in  his 
memory.  Mr  De  Year  opened  the  business  by  informing  Sir  Francis 
that  the  Westminster  people  were  alarmed  at  his  not  having  voted  for 
the  amendment  to  the  Address,  as  well  as  at  his  absenting  himself  from 
the  division  on  the  Speakership — Sir  Francis  Burdett ;  I  do  not  ap¬ 
prove  of  the  manner  in  which  the  Opposition  are  trying  their  strength. 
It  is  not  a  manly,  straight-forward  mode  of  proceeding.  They  ye  at¬ 
tacking  the  leg  and  not  the  head.  I  do  not  approve  of  doing  anything,  or 
seeking  to  gain  a  point,  by  a  side-wind.  The  manly  and  proper  way 
would  be  to  try  their  strength  on  a  question  involving  some  public  prin¬ 
ciple.  The  amendment  to  the  Address  was  puerile,  and  ct^ntained 
nothing.  Why,  if  they  wished  to  strike  a  blow,  did  they  not  bring  for¬ 
ward  some  bold  proposition  ?  The  amendment  was  even  worse  than  the 
opposition  to  Sir  Charles  Manners  Sutton. — Mr  De  Year :  Your  con¬ 
stituents  assert  you  are  going  to  support  the  Tories,  nor  will  my 
assurances  to  the  contrary  pacify  them. — Sir  Francis  :  Do  they  ?  Well, 
let  them  wait  till  a  question  involving  some  public  principle  comes  before 


for  instance,  the  Irish  Church,  or  some  such  question  of  real  importance. 
—Mr  De  Year :  I  wish  you  would  state  as  much  in  writing,  as  it  would 
put  an  end  to  the  ill  feeling  engendering  among  your  constituency. — 
Sir  Francis :  No,  there  can  be  no  necessity  for  ray  so  doing,  for  plenty  of 
opportunities  will  soon  occur  when  they  will  learn  that  my  sentiments 
continue  unchanged. — Mr  De  Year  mentioned  that  Mr  Perry  had  called 
on  him  upon  the  subject  of  getting  up  a  public  meeting  to  request  Sir 
Francis  to  resign. — Sir  Francis:  If  they  did  I  should  not  resign.  If 
my  opinions  were  altered,  I  should  tell  the  electors  so.  I  will  not  de¬ 
ceive  them.  There  are  really  so  many  parties,  or  I  may  say  sections  of 
parties,  among  the  Opposition,  that  they  actually  strengthen  the  Tories 
Hiy  their  speeches  and  conduct? — Mr  De  Year;  If  a  meeting  should  be 
called,  I  will  attend  and  explain  what  you  now  state  ;  but  it  was  the  im¬ 
pression  of  Mr  Pouncey,  Mr  Harrison,  and  myself,  previous  to  the  last 
election,  that  you  would  oppose  the  Tories. — Sir  Francis:  What  I  said 
was,  that  I  would  accept  of  good  measures  from  any  party  of  men  ;  and 
although  I  expressed  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  Tory  Ministry,  I  would 
not  give  a  factious  or  party  vote  on  the  occasion.  I  think  1  shall  vote 
against  the  Tories,  although  I  hardly  like  to  say  so  from  the  manner  in 
which  tlie  question  is  put  to  me. — Mr  De  Year  :  It  places  me  in  an  un¬ 
pleasant  situation  with  the  electors,  as  papers,  I  understand,  are  handing 
about  for  signatures,  calling  on  you  to  resign. — Sir  Francis:  Well,  they 
can  do  so ;  it  will  not  be  a  few  names  that  will  comprise  a  majority  of 
the  Westminster  electors.  The  times  are  so  critical  that  one  does  not 
hardly  know  what  to  do  for  the  best.  I  wisli  to  keep  aloof  from  all 
parties.  I  will  do  my  duty,  depend  upon  It.  The  electors  have  not  the 
least  reason  to  fear  me.  They  will  soon  have  reason  enough  to  satisfy 
themselves.” 

—  Government  has  commenced  a  criminal  prosecution  against  the 
Freeman's  Journal^  for  an  article  published  in  that  paper  on  the  13th  of 
February  last,  headed  “  The  Parsons.”  An  information  embodying  the 
article  has  been  sworn  at  the  head  police-office,  and  it  concludes  with 
stating  that  it  is  **  a  libel  upon  the  clergy  of  the  established  church  of 
England  and  Ireland,  or  upon  the  members  of  the  said  clergy  connected 
with  the  Irish  branch  of  the  said  united  church.”  The  proprietor  of  the 
paper  is  at  present  in  Italy,  and  only  the  printer  is,  therefore,  responsible 
to  the  law. 


THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER. 

The  Natural  Son,  Translated  from  Spindler  by  Lord  Albert  Co- 
nyngham.  3  vols.  Mitchell,  Bond  street. 

The  composition  of  this  book  has  evidently  been  a  labour  of  love. 
A  roost  careful  execution  waits  upon  a  most  prodigal  invention ;  the 
characters  are  numerous,  but  there  b  no  confusion  or  indistinctness, 
we  have  never  to  pause  upon  a  name  and  to  think  what  shadow  it 
belongs  to  (which  is  the  common  puzzle  in  modern  novels),  all  are 
figured  so  as  to  preserve  a  clear  individuality.  Incidents  abound, 
and  are  handled  with  a  power  that  masters  their  extravagance.  Yet 
we  should  not  describe  the  Natural  Son  as  a  performance  of  great 
art,  but  rather  as  a  work  of  great  care  ;  it  wants  design ;  we  question 
whether  the  author  had  formed  a  plan  ;  it  seems  that  while  upon 
one  passage  he  had  no  view  beyond  it,  and  probably  for  that  very 
re^n  he  works  it  out  with  zest  and  patience  when  a  better  con¬ 
ceived  plot  might  have  hurried  him  on  negligently.  Hence  the  de¬ 
tails  are  far  superior  to  the  tout  ensemble,  and  the  story  is  like  a 


structure  of  bad  proportions,  but  exauisite  in  its  carving  and  tracery. 
The  simpler  the  circumstances  are,  the  more  beauUfulM  Spindler'a 
handling  of  theni,  but  growing  with  the  growth  of  the  story  is  an 
e.Ytravagance  which  the  authors  genius  is  at  last  strained  to  carry 
off.  The  first  volume  is  one  of  the  most  deeply  interesting  and 
beautiful  we  ever  read,  but,  as  the  book  advances,  its  claims  to  ad¬ 
miration  become  more  questionable,  and  its  last  scene  b  its  worst. 
It  may  be  resembled  to  a  river,  beautiful  near  its  springs,  flowing 
clear  and  sparkling  in  its  humbler  stream  and  banked  in  with  lovely 
scenery,  but  as  it  swells  and  approaches  the  end  of  its  course,  run¬ 
ning  between  marshes  and  throwing  up  shoals.  This,  however,  b 
trying  the  author  by  the  high  standard  of  his  own  excellencies,  and 
it  will  be  juster  to  rate  him  by  the  pleasure  he  has  conveyed,  than 
by  the  varying  degree  of  it.  If,  for  the  first  half  only,  we  recom¬ 
mend  the  Natural  Son  as  full  of  interest  and  exquisitely  wrought 
passages,  the  lovers  of  romance  in  alt  will  probably  not  quarrel 
with  those  latter  scenes  which  we  hold  questionable  or  not  equal  to 
the  genius  displayed  in  the  more  natural  incidents. 

In  evidence  of  the  want  of  design  we  may  instance  the  character 
of  Dr  Dee,  the  intention  of  which  has  been  changed,  we  are  con¬ 
vinced,  by  the  author.  There  is  an  abruptness  in  the  villany  which 
jars  against  vraiscmblance.  The  character  of  the  Emperor  Kudolph 
is  preserved  in  a  truly  masterly  style.  The  first  picture  of  Philip 
Yerner,  the  unnatural  brother,  b  a  fine  piece  of  painting.  He  is 
afterwards  too  begrimed  with  villany.  The  scoundrel  steward,  old 
Xepomuck,  is  an  excellently  managed  character.  Spindler,  we 
suspect,  has  no  love  for  old  servants,  who  are  generally  pets  with 
novelists. 

It  is  particularly  difficult  to  give  characteristic  extracts  from  this 
book,  but  we  are  tempted  to  take  two  or  three  passages  from  ond 
of  the  most  beautiful  parts  of  the  stoiw.  A  poor  girl  who  has  been 
seduced  by  Philip  Yerner,  is  driven  from  her  home,  and  begs  her 
way  from  Antwerp  to  Ulm,  the  residence  of  her  undoer,  in  whom 
she  fondly  confides.  She  announces  her  arrival  as  follows  * —

Philip,  in  an  agony  of  rage.  “  It  was  not  enough  to  be  tormented  by  the 
memory  of  a  soft-hearted,  silly  father,  and  by  the  war  of  having  my  inkeritanoa 
snatched  from  me  by  a  hiuitard,  but  a  sentimental  fool  mnst  needs  beg  her  way 
from  the  Netherlands  to  this  place,  and  aseist  in  placing  on  ray  keao  a  crows 
of  thorns ;  and  that,  too,  when  1  am  on  the  point  of  marriage  with  tlie  vouag 
and  liMutiful  Thumeisen,  and  likely,  from  this  alliance,  to  get  a  place  lo  the 
council,  and  finally  to  make  my  fortune — accursed  sex  !  **
